As yet the country 
knows little or nothing about the Vermont lawyer who has been 
hoisted from an abscure little New Englnd village into an important | 
cabinet post, and doubtless, trusting the presidant’s judgment. will 
await the passage of time before forming an opinion of his abilities. 

But something about his life and precedents is not uninteresting 
as a basis for anticipation. We read: 

John Garibaldi Sargent, who was confirmed unanimously by 
the senate as the new attorney general of the United States, is an 
old-time friend to President Coolidge. He is a native of Ludlow. 
Vermont, which is 12 miles from where the president was born. He 
is a graduate of Tuft’s college and, according to foremost lawyers 
in the east, he is rated as “the best lawyer in New England.” 

From 1908 to 1912, inclusive, he was attorney general for 
Vermont. He is a member of the American Bar association and be- 
longs to the Kappa chapter of Zeta Psi fraternity. He is a man of 
great force, sparing of speech, but possessing the ability to get at the 
very root of any legal question and presents his arguments in a 
forceful and convincing manner. He is plain and unpretentious, he 
is the sort of a lawyer that the great body of families of the United 

States would engage as a trustee for their children. He will faith- 
fully conserve the interests of the people.
